SALYERSVILLE - The pro¬ 
posed Royalton Dam and re¬ 
servoir on Licking River above 
Salyersville has been never 
been given approval by the 
Secretary of the Army and 
the Bureau of the Budget. 

And 7th District Congress¬ 
man Carl D. Perkins told Ma¬ 
goffin Countians last week, 
•'We need all the assistance 
we can get in securing a fa¬ 
vorable report from the Bureau 
on the reservoir.’’ 

Perkins was feature speak- 
ei at the annual Soil Conver¬ 
sation Dinner, held this year 
at Mil lard-Hensley School. 

“I wish I could tell you 
when we will get the Royalto.i 
Reservoir,” Perkins said. ‘‘You 
and I know because of the 
world situation, there is a 
move to cut domestic spend¬ 
ing. Until lately, reservoir con¬ 
struction has been cut back 
75 percent.”

Engineers OK Job 

LATER—The Army Corps of 
Engineers, it was learned Wed¬ 
nesday. has included the Royal- 
ton Reservoir Salyersville Area 
Project in its recommended $2.6 
billion worth of water resources 
projects for the Appalachian 
region. The Royalton project on 
the upper Licking River carries 
a $35 million price estimate and 
includes a multiple-purpose res¬ 
ervoir at Royalton, upstream 
dams, land treatment measures, 
channel improvements and a 
plan for the economic or indus¬ 
trial development of the area. 
Also included in the Corps of 
Engineers recommendations was 
a $40 million development proj¬ 
ect for the proposed new city 
of Midland below Cave Run 
Dam on Licking in Bath County.

Judge A1 
ien said that the architect has 
assured him that the project 
will be readj for bid letting by 
late Au list or early September. 

And according to Hospital 
Administrator Shelby Kash of 
Frenchburg. the hospital should 
be completed by the fall of 1971 
barring construction delays. 

Judge Allen, who is chairman 
of the hospital finance comint- 
tce. announced Monday that 
$26,000 of the donated funds 
will be used immediately by the 
Fiscal Court to purchase the 
hospital site — a transaction 
which must bo closed quickly to 
assure prompt release of feder¬ 
al grants earmarked for the 
hospital. 

Judge Allen emphasized that 
the fund drive is not over. 

As stressed earlier through 
this newspaper, it is essential 
that an additional sum for initial 
operating expenses also be 
raised. And all donations above 
the S26.000 for land purchase 
are being set aside for this 
purpose. 

Since the hospital is expected 
to employ around 100 persons, 
a considerable amount will be 
required at the outset to meet 
payrolls, purchase supplies, etc., 
and Judge Allen urged all citi¬ 
zens who have not yet mailed 
their donations to please do so 
as quickh as possible. 

Responding to the continuing 
need for funds, local churches, 
civic organizations, and clubs 
have planned a series of fund¬ 
raising projects with all pro 
coeds to go to the hospital fund. 

Th drive is expected to con¬ 
tinue through tho summer and 
a complete list of donors will 
be compiled later by the hos¬ 
pital finance committee for pub¬ 
lication.

WASHINGTON — Sen John 
Sherman Cooper last week urg¬ 
ed a Senate sub-committee to 
appropriate $700,000 needed im¬ 
mediately to prevent unneccs 
sary delay of recreational con 
struction along the Cave Hun 
Reservoir. 

The $700,000 is needed im 
mediately, Cooper said, to al¬ 
low the U. S. Forest Service to 
complete vital work along the 
reservoir before the waters be 
gin to rise in 1973. 

The Forest Service is in charge 
of developing recreational fac¬ 
ilities — including access roads 
--on the 8.000-acre lake which 
will lie within the Daniel Boone 
National Forest. 

Most of the recreational deve 
lopnient planned by the Forest 
Service will be delayed anyway 
due to the Nixon administra¬ 
tion’s 75 percent cutback in fed¬ 
eral spending for domestic pro 
jects. Projected expenditures of 
more than $20 million for re¬ 
creation over the next seven 
years have been slashed to just 
ov»r a million dollars.

This morning in our Sundav

WASHINGTON — The U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
has set the average price sup¬ 
port level for the 1970 bur- 
ley tobacco crop at 68.6 cents 
a pound, compared with a 
65.8 cents average for the 
1969 crop. 

The support is the amount 
farmers are guaranteed for 
their leaf in return for limit¬ 
ing the amount of tobacco 
they raise. 

The agency said Thursday 
the increase is about 4.3 per 
cent because price-support law 
requires that price supports 
reject the higher costs of 
goods and services bought by 
farmers during the past three 
years, compared with the 
average of those prices during 
the 1959 base period.

FRANKFOR T, Ky. — There | 
are fewer childbixths in Ken- j 
tucky according to figures of 
the Kentucky Office of Vital 
Statistics. 

Over 72,000 births were re¬ 
corded in 1969 but the num¬ 
ber dropped to 56,435 in 1968. 

After a slight increase from 
1960 to 1961, the number has 
decreased steadily at about 
1964 births per year. 

Most Kentucky counties 
show'ed a corresponding drop 
—Anderson County went from 
160 births in 1960 to 146 in 
1968. Burton County went 
from 395 to 291, and Wood¬ 
ford County from 311 to 263. 

An increase in the num¬ 
ber of deaths was recorded in 
the eight-year period. There 
29,909 deaths in 1960,
